House rejected the bill author- 
izing the BaeasUfUle Merald to hold 
n gift distribution, forbidden by the 
new lottery act. 

The Prison Committee has rejxirted 
di dining to release the lessees from 
their convict contract and a majority 
recommend that no further appro- 
priations be made for the Eddyville 
ixmitentiary. 

The bill to make one legislative dis- 
trict out of Johnson, Martin and Pike, 
and another out of Floyd, Letcher 
and Knott passed the House. This 
is a joint gerrymander of Representa- 
tives Langley and May designed to 
secure their eloction to the Constitu- 
tional Convention. 

The house bill known as the "stiff 
bill," to give the dead bodios of con 
victa to the medical colleges for dis 
section, was passed by the Seuate. 
Mr. Stewart's amendment that the 
bill only apply to such convicts as 
wore doctors, physicians, grave- rob- 
liers and medical studouts, was re- 
jected.

Judge McCarroll Answers, 

Km roii Kcntucuax— In answer to 
Citizen" in your last issue, pennit 
tie to say, after first thanking him for 
the compliment contained iu his in- 
quiry, that in my humble judgment 
(here exists no good reason in Ken- 
tucky, at this time, for making party 
issues in the selection of representa- 
tives to tho Constitutional Conven- 
tion. So far as 1 know, this has never 
been done in this State. It certainly 
was not done in 1849, when the last 
Convention sat. Even iu this county, 
which had, as I understand, four can- 
didates, two wore elected from oppo- 
site political parties, and in tho State 
at large, which was Whig, a majority 
of Democrats wore chosen, thus show- 
ing that the people took a higher 
view of the subject in hand, than to 
treat it in the light of a mere scram- 
ble for party supremacy, and elected 
their best men regardless of party 
affiliation. Such a convention is of 
the utmost possible importance to the 
people; and I have no patience with 
any man (or set of men) who would 
so far forgot his duty to his State and 
his children who are to follow him as 
to assist in the election of an inferior 
or unfit delegate, simply to subserve 
a temporary party purpose. True it 
is that all Ixxties which have to do 
with tho science of government aro, 
t.H-hnically, political bodies; but there 
is a vast dilfercuce between a political 
Ixxly and a_ party or partisan con- 
vention. For Instance, the party is- 
sues in the United States and there- 
fore iu Kentucky, relate to the tariff, 
the internal revenue, iu a measure to 
ihe Civil Service and largely to the 
coinage of silver. Could any mail lit 
(o represent this county in the Con- 
stitutional Convention say that that 
Convention can deal with any of those 
issues? Certaiuly not. Therefore, 
let us elect our vory best man. Ho is 
to assist in the formation of tho fun- 
damental law of the State, in which 
all of us are alike interested a Con- 
stitution which is not to be presented 
to us as a party measure, or to be 
changed as the party complexion of 
tho people may change, but which 
shall l»e for all our people of whatever 
party, and for generations to oomo. 
We want a man well versed in the the- 
ory and science of government; who 
will lie able to see and properly pre- 
sent such changes in our present 
Constitution as will the better secure 
to our people the greatest economy in 
the administration of justice, the 
greatest security in the enjoyment of 
our rights, a,„l which will therefore 
offer the greatest inducements to the 
citizen to love and support his gov- 
ernment and to foster patriotism.

Gladstone f.-lt ao deeplj Interested that 
ho not only read the book very careful- 
ly ODoe, but hair a doaea times, and at 
least a score of books also bearing on 
the aubJeoL He viewed it from all 
polnta, and felt no doubt that ho was 
adding to hia store or knowledge by so 
doing. 

To Amorlcana It will be of intoreet to 
know that Mr. Uladttone reueivoa a 
largo number of American newspapers 
and magaslnes, and that ho is Tory well 
informed ou all current American 
topics. Ho keeps aeveral secretaries 
buay. and when be finds a striking 
point in a book or newspaper be turns 
down the page or marks it to be clipped 
by his daughter, Mlsa Helen Gladstone, 
or his wire, or one or his secretaries, and 
atrange to aay he can turn to it years 
arterwards at a moment's notice. Ho 
has a wonderrul memory, too, and 
knows a great deal moro or American 
men ol lettera than most people would 
suppose. He Is an Intense admirer ol 
James Ruasell Lowell and llret Harte, 
whom ho mot in London and learned 
to love and reapoct lor their talent aa 
well as personal qualities. 

Ho haa a magnificent library or ex; 
eeedlng value and Is constantly adding 
to it He is ono or the rew great men of 
this world who la not aahamed to bo 
Been alone In tho stroot, and ho often 
spends an hour or ao in some old book- 
seller's sl„.p on the Strand or In Corn- 
hill. He la the owner of many rare and 
valuablo works, and whenever there is 
an important book aalo. either bia son 
Herbert or ono of the secretaries. Is 
presont to hid in any valuable or raro 
volume that may be offered. He apent 
» fortune <>n his library, and when an- 
noyed by tho cares or political Hie, 
always finds rest and contentment there. 
He la on familiar terms with many or 
tho lesser, as well as the greater liter- 
ary Ughta or London, and he is an espe- 
cial admirer or the work or Sir Edwin 
Arnold, the descriptive work or William 
Black and tho plots of Wilkie I'ulllna.—

THE RUSSIAN STUNDA. 

A Movement Kir.-.- Asrslast the »,.irtt- 

ii . I Hupraiuncr of tbo Csar. 
You are already aware that the Arch 
bishop of Odosaa and Khnraon a lew days 
ago, whon Oddeasa celebrated Its cente- 
nary, delivered a speech in which be 
spoko somewhat sovoroly of the Rus- 
sian peasant*. Archbishop Nikanuor 
declared openly that "the orthodox Rus- 
sian peasants, are In almost uvury thing 
inferior not only to tho Lutherana, but 
also to the Jews and Tartar-, living 
among thera," and ho thinks that this 
regrettable state of affairs is duo to the 
f.iet that so many tmndr.-d thousand 
peasants In Southern Russia aro con- 
verts irom tho orthodox church, and ho 
concludes his long and inti-rosting 
apeoch by warnlu^overy ono against tho 
Htundista. 

This speech has again directed general 
attention to tho powerful religious 
movement known as Stunda, whose ad- 
herents already nuinbor at least 5. 000,- 
000. It Is difficult or Impossible to toll 
whore this movement originated and 
who was its founder. It is more than 
thirty years old, and probably the first 
Impulse was given to It by tho Ger- 
man colonists In Southern Russia, not 
directly by propaganda, but Indirect- 
ly. Tho orthodox church, which hat 
always been strongly supported by tho 
polloo, haa from ska first paid great at- 
tention to the movement but haa never 
succeeded in dlacovoring its prophets. 

At first the police was simple enough 
to think it possible to stop the move- 
mont by a generous use of prisons and 
tho knout but It soon learned that these 
measures had quite the opposite effect; 
and since then the Stunda has spread 
Irresistibly even beyond tho southern 
provinces. Nor I* this to bo wondered 
at lor a remarkable chatifo takea 
place with ths orthodox peasant who ad- 
heres to "tho uew doctrine." He givea 
up drinking, he la bettor dressed, his 
manners are Is-tter, ho bonnmes a better 
workman, and be aoou gathors a little 
fortune. 

The now doctrine is really nothing 
but a somewhat modified Lulheranism, 
and It has happened often that thu 
Stundlsts call themselves Lutherans, 
They will not have any thing to do with 
thu orthodox church, but yet they are 
genorous enough to give tho popes what 
they want for their existence, although 
anly on uundltiun that they do not preach 
against the new believers. Archbishop 
Nikanor stated in his speech that many 
ol tbo ortbodux churches in his diocese 
havo lor aeveral years been completely 
empty. Many or tho more intelligent 
orthodox prlosts think that the time is 
not rar oh* when tho Russian church will 
be overthrown by tho .Stunda. The gov- 
ernment Is not ablo to combat the stead- 
ily increasing movement Only one 
measure might perhaps, prove offectlvo 
—religious liberty— but the government 
has not tho courage to grant it— SL Pe- 
tersburg Cor. London News. 



THE SHEIK-UL-ISLAM. 

A T.nok at tkte Great nnd Unknown afaa, 
Who la the Uosa Moaleaa. 

During the German Emperor's stay 
tho groat majority ol Turks bore showed 
themaelvea to be progressive by wel- 
coming him warmly. There were some, 
howovor. who regarded his presence 
with aversion. Thoy were tho thor- 
oughly orthodox Turks, who have an 
unspeakable hatred of every thing for- 
eign. At tho head id these lanatlcs 
aUnda the Shelk-ul-lslam. the highest 
prleat of tho Moslem world. 

Thla Shelk-ul-lslam relused to pay 
homage to the German Emperor. He 
oould not even be Induced to call upon 
him. Shuik-ul-Ialam's name Is Omor 
Lufti. and he la a Turk ol the old stripe, 
ranatlcal and bitterly orthodox, yet 
withal a very learned man. He was re- 
minded in vain by his Irlends that hos- 
pitality la a duty, according to the 
Turkish religion, and that the Koran 
saya: "Thg guest Is sent by God." 
Tho Hhclk-ul-Islam (diner Luftll forti- 
fied his position against this verse with 
other Koran verses and kept carefully 
away from all celebrations in honor of 
the German Emperor. Diogenes, too. 
whon Alexander the Gnat eamo to 
Athens, did not wish to see the great 
sovereign, and when Alexander com- 
manded him to ask for grace— orders, ol 
course, did not exist In those days— tho 
sago answered: "Tho one thing I ask 
or you is that you got out of my light" 
Another Diogenes lived in modern times, 
the tllor or Amiens, who, during Na- 
poleon's entry, hammered away on his 
rooL The Shelk-ul-lslam Is not so wise 
and gruff aa Diogenes, nor so industrious 
and indifferent as the tiler or Amiens. 
Ho deserves, however, some little at 
tentlon. 

The present Shelk-ul-lslam, Omer 
Lurtl, Is a great lank man with a repol- 
ent parchment-colored race. Every 
line ol his lace Is terribly earnest No 
ono ever Baw him laugh. In the hamlet 
or Djurmlldjla he owns a little cottage 
with only three rooms, where he rorni- 
erly llred with a coal-black remalo 
alave, whom ho marrlnl as soon as she 
became a mother. 

Some years ago he was niado llukuk 
Reiai, that la, president ol the Civil 
Court ol Scutari. Ho was famous rorhls 
love lor animals, and was wont to keep 
and pot all sorts of sheep, goats, hens 
and aaais. Suddenly the unaccountable 
disfavor of tho Sultan fell upon him. 
and he was banished from Constantino- 
ple. He was soon recalled, and was 
made Grand Judge In Stamboul. A short 
time ago ho was raised to the highest 
ecclesiastical dignity in Turkey— he be- 
came Shelk-ul-lslam. The Sultan gave 
him a magnificent palace, in which he 
and his ooal-black wile and his colored 
children now live. 

Thla man remained truo to his tradl- 
tlona In ignoring tho German Emperor. 
His action was much discussed, especial- 
ly In view of the fact that he called upon 
the Shah or Persia during his last visit 
hero. Otucr Lurtl, however, is unfort- 
unately one of the many. Turkish 
fanaticism possesses tho clergy here 
almoat completely. They havo been 
entirely upset by the Emperor's 
visit Terrible, fatcrul days those, 
acourdlng to thn Turkish newspapers. 
The Sultan, representative of the 
Prophet wont out to meet a giaour, and 
even rode inacarrlagowltha woman, the 
Empress. "Stupendous sin!" moan the 
faithful. That means the end of the 
world. Hence earthquakes, hence con- 
flagrations. 

Heaven Iksell spoke. Suturday, Sun- 
day and Monday ol the Emperor's visit 
were foggy and there was a breexe. 
Nature was appalled at th 
event; tho wind was still for astonish 
ment; thu sun and moon had hidden 
themselves ao as not to see the awful 
sight say tho faithful. Then it rained. 
"Nature wept" la the orthodox Inter- 
pretation or it A strong north wind 
blew on the day or the Empcror'a de- 
parture. "It was a devil sprung Irom 
bell to drive out the giaour.*' 

Such is tho train of thought lollowed 
by tho orthodox Turks; such tho fan- 
tastic superstitions with which tho be- 
lievers at large art* entertained; and the 
sign..' for all this came frum the Shelk- 
ul-lslam, Omer Luftl. the highest 
priest ol tho Moslom world. — Constan- 
llnopolo Cor. Vienna Tagehlatt

BACTLRIA AND DISEASE. 



Account of a Simple Hut Won- 
-1.1 till Id Haul-Hi. 

So small are the bacteria, and so 
simple In their structure and activities, 
that It has not i- on an easy task tor 
scientific men to decide whether they 
belonged among animals or plants. It 
Is uow definitely selllod, howovor, that 
thoy are plants, and are closely relate. 1 
to the algm. Tho bacteria vary a good 
deal In shape, but In general thoy aro 
either spheroidal or ovoidal. like a 
billiard-hall or an egg; or rod-ahapod, 
like a load-poncil; or spiral-shaped, like 
a cork-screw. 

Thoy aro generally so very amall that 
we can hardly torm a conception ol them 
except by comparison with aurao well- 
known objects. Ono ot the most com- 
mon or bacteria Is a little rod, so small 
that 11 you were to put 1.S00 ol them end 
to end, tho lino would scarcely reach 
across tho head of an ordinary pin. 
11 you look at them with a magnify- 
ing power so great that, 11 It could 
be applied to him. It would make a man 
look about lour times as big aa Mount 
Washington, they do not look larger 
than this. We ran make out however, 
that they are made up or a slightly 
granular material surrounded by a some- 
what denser envelope. The bacteria 
appear under the microscope aa pale 
translucent bodies, und the atudent usu- 
ally finds It neccss.ry. In order to aeo 
their outlines distinctly, to stain theta 
with some one ot the aniline dyes- red. 
or blue, or violet— when they become 
very distinct . 

Warmth, moisture, oxygen and a cer- 
tain amount of organic matter are re- 
quired lor the existence ol the bacteria 
So rapid is the process ol reproduction 
that a alnglo gurm by thla prooeaa of 
growth andtubdivitlon may give rise to 
moro than lo.500.000 of similar 
organisms within twonty-'our hours. 
It has been calculated by 
an eminent biologist that It the proper 
conditions could lie maintained, a little 
rod-like bacterium, which would meas- 
ure only about a thousandth ol an Inch 
In length, multiplying la thla way, 
would In leas than fire days make a 
mass which would completely fill at 
much space as la ... copied by all the 
oceans on tho earth 'a aurlace, supposing 
them to havo an average depth ol one 
mile. 

There Is really very little difference, 
rar as wholesomoness Is concerned, be- 
tween the few thousand vegetable oella, 
called bacteria, which may bo clinging 
to the surface of a grape, and a few hun- 
dred vegotable oella of larger aize of 
which the grape ttaelf la eompoaod. 
Both are alike worked over by the di- 
geativc organs, under ordinary condi- 
tions. Into nutritive material lor the 
uses or the laxly. Milk la a most 
exeelent food fer utany forms of 
bacteria, and among those which 
are commonly present in milk Is one 
which causes It to become sour when 
loft to itaoll. Other form- or bacteria 
develop those peculiar chemical com- 
pounds which give to cheese lis speeial 
and varying flavors. It Is. In fact a 
very motley group or chemical tub- 
stancea which these bacteria set free in 
feeding themselves on nature'a waate 
organic materials. Sometimes thoy aro 
very bad smelling gasss-s. sometimes 
aromatic subslunt'os. sometimes they 
are awoet sometimes they are sour. 
Hut sooner or later they are used by 
some animal or plant and so ' again 
enter tho domain ol life. Thus ever la 
ceaseleaa alternation, between life and 
death these elemental combinations 
come and go. And ever alnco life 
emerged from Ita primal simple forms 
on earth, the bacteria have silently gone 
on tearing the worn-out and usoloaa 
to pieces and turning It ovor Id now 
combination to other forma of life.— 
Philadelphia
